At p resent, Ohio laws p er­ 
mit Communist candidates to file 
for office p rovided they obtain 
the required number of sig natures 
on nominating p etitions. 
The bill reads, in p art: 
“No p arty shall be recog nized 
or qualified to p articip ate in any 
p rimary election which uses or 
adop ts as any p art of its desig na­ 
tion the word "communist.” 
No 
p arty shall be recog nized or qual­ 
ified to p articip ate in any p rimary 
election which is directly affiliat­ 
ed by any means whatsoever with 
the Communist p arty of the Unit­ 
ed States, the Third Communist 
International 
or

foreig n 
ag ency , p olitical p arty , org aniza­ 
tion or g overnment.” 
Included in the p rop osed leg is­ 
lation is a p rovision that would 
bar ap p rop riation of funds to any 
State University "of which the 
board of trustees fails to use

Scho o l o fficials hav e do ne all 
they can to break up the epidemic; no w 
it is up to parents, and the children them­ 
selv es.

any o ther part o f the skin. Sun, 
wind and germs can attack the 
hands and face witho ut enco unter­ 
ing the defenses o f clo thing and, o f 
co urse, these parts o f the skin are 
subject to the same diseases as the 
rest. The hands are mo re vulner-

able than the skin o f the face be­ 
cause they are always po king into 
danger spo ts where the skin may 
be bro ken o r cut. The hands are 
also mo re likely to be affected by 
dermatitis due to so ap. The kinds 
o f skin eruptio ns o n the hands 
have been described under eight 
headings, which we will review: 


Erythema 
Redness, o r erythema. 0f the 
skin o f the hands is usually due to 
a dermatitis o f so me kind. Inmo st 
instances it is a co ntact dermatitis. 
Many are due to medicines that 
are put o n the hands; o thers are 
due to o ccupatio nal « expo sure to 
irritating chemicals. Other fo rms 
o f erythema o n the hands arc due 
to sun rays, X-rays o r erysipelas­ 
like eruptio ns. 
Macules, o r red spo ts, o n the 
hands usually co me fro m drug 
eruptio ns (bro mides o r barbitu­ 
rates) o r chro nic infectio ns and 
so metimes chilblains sho w in this 
fashio n. 
Papules, o r lumps, are in mo st 
instances due to scabies o r the 
itch. The beat treatment fo r the 
itch is the Danish 24-ho ur treat­ 
ment: 


1. Cleansing bath, so ap and 
brush. Dry tho ro ughly. 
2. Rub carefully with o intment 
who le bo dy except scalp and face. 
Ointment must co ver all skin, but 
hard rubbing is neither required 
no r desirable. 
3. Wait fifteen minutes to give 
o intment time to get into skin, 
then go to bed. 
4. In twenty-fo ur ho urs, cleans­ 
ing bath and fresh underclo thing. 
5. Sterilize all clo thing co ming 
in co ntact with skin, preferably 
by bo iling. This includes bo th bed 
and bo dy clo thing. 
6. Do no t repeat treatment with­ 
o ut instructio ns. 
7. Every o ther member o f the 
family who itches sho uld be ex­ 
amined. 
Vesicles, o r blisters, may also be 
due to the itch o r to pustular infec­ 
tio ns o r plant co ntacts (primro se 
dermatitis). Do n’t fo rget the po s­ 
sibility o f chickenpo x. Sto pping 
up o f the sweat glands (dyshidro - 
sis) will also pro duce little vesicles. 
We will take up the o ther dis­ 
eases o f the hands to mo rro w.

Redr.ess, or e ry th e m a , of the 
akin of the hands is usually due to 
a dermatitis of some kind. In most 
instances it is a contact dermatitis. 
Many are due to medicines that 
are put on the hands; others are 
due to occupational -exposure to 
irritating chemicals. Other forms 
of erythema on the hands arc due 
to sun rays, X-rays or crysipelas- 
like eruptions. 
Macules, or red spots, on the 
hands usually come from drug 
eruptions (bromides or barbitu­ 
rates) or chronic infections and 
sometimes chilblains show in this 
fashion. 


1. Cleansing bath, soap 
brush. Dry thoroughly. 
2. Rub carefully with ointment 
whole bddy except scalp and face. 
Ointment must cover all skin, but 
hard rubbing is neither required 
nor desirable. 
3. Wait fifteen minutes to give 
ointment time to get into skin, 
then go to bed. 
4. In twenty-four hours, cleans­ 
ing bath and fresh underclothing. 
5. Sterilize all clothing coming 
in contact with skin, preferably 
by boiling. This includes both bed 
and body clothing. 
6. Do not repeat treatment with­ 
out instructions. 
7. Every other member of the 
family who itches should be ex­ 
amined. 
Vesicles, or blisters, may also be 
due to the itch or to pustular infec­ 
tions or plant contacts (primrose 
dermatitis). Don’t forget the pos­ 
sibility of chickenpox. .Stopping 
up of the sweat glands (dyshidro- 
sis) will also produce little vesicles. 
We will take up the other dis­ 
eases of the hands tomorrow.
